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EDITOR’S NOTE — The 
following Is a letter from 
one who knows the work of 
the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team. Have you 
helped them in their drive 
for the necessary fimds to 
cause a letter such as this 
to be published? 

By Mr. omd Mrs. Costalcm: 

Mountain search and res¬ 
cue organizations like to do 
their work quietly without 
publicity, with the result 
that most people, like me, 
do not even know of their 
existence, much less of the 
wonderfully unselfish men 
rescue work they conduct. 

However, the extraordin¬ 
ary recent operation of the 
Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue crew in finding the 
body of our son, Robert F. 
Castelan Jr., after his tragic 
70 foot fall while hiking in 
the Santa Anita Canyon, de¬ 
finitely requires public re¬ 
cognition. 

It is for this reason that 
we are asking you to please 
publish this letter in your 
publication. It will give at 
least a little bit of the im¬ 
mense credit which these 
wonderftully unselfsh men 
deserve. 

From the instant my wife 
advised authorities of our 
missing 16-year old hiker. 
(I was unfortunately work¬ 
ing in Denver, Colo., at the 
time) the whole organiza¬ 
tion started moving, like a 
machine. 

It is almost unbelievable, 
in this day and age, that a 
grotup of volunteers, from 
all walks of life; including 
many professional m e .n, 
could operate in such a 
wonderful and coordinated 
plan.

Your Volunteer Firefight¬ 
ers were called at 5:28 a.m. 
for their fifth response for 
the month of June to 420 
Sycamore Place, which was 
a vacant lot where cars are 
parked. 

Truck 422 was the first 
to respond in two minutes 
43 seconds to find car No. 2 
in full flames, spreading to 
car No. 1 and to the Ford 
van No. 3. Car 4 had no 
burns. 

Engine 424 arrived at the 
scene in 5 minutes 40 sec¬ 
onds and attacked the fire. 
Car No. 2 in the middle was 
fully involved and the fire¬ 
fighters were attempting to 
save three other cars parked 
in the same lot.

Remember more than 10 years ago when former 
Premier Khrushchev boasted that the Russians would 
tiury the U.S. economically? Khrushchev predicted that 
the burying would take place within 7 years. Those who 
remember Khrushchev’s boast may wonder how the Rus¬ 
sians are doing.

Rescue Team 
In Action 


Ten members of the Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue 
Team returned home Satur¬ 
day, June 7, after an un¬ 
successful search for the 
body of a skydiver who 
drowned in Lake Elsinore 
after a planned water jump 
with six other divers. 

Missing was Robert R. 
Hughes, 24, of 1314 We.st 
130th Street, Gardena, who 
disappeared in approximate¬ 
ly 30 feet of water, after an 
apparently successful jump 
with six com,panions. 

All the chtutes opened up 
prior to the impact hut 
Hughes sank out of sight, 
apparently from the lack of 
proper flotation equipment. 
After dragging the lake on 
Friday, Chief Leonard Car- 
nigan of the City of Elsinore 
called the team Fri d a y 
.night. 

After fixing the location 
of jump site with the aid of 
a movie film taken by the 
skydivers, six divers with 
SCUBA gear from the team, 
along with five members of 
the Navy UDT team in San 
Diego with sonar equi,pment 
and six members of the San 
B e r nardino Sheriff’s r e - 
serves, searched the muddy 
water to no avail. Visibility 
was very poor, with the 
divers just barely able to 
read their compasses under 
water at the 30 foot depth 
because the water was so 
miuddy and cloudy. 

This was the 29th opera¬ 
tion of the year compared 
with only 13 at this time 
la.st year. This also exceeds 
by six the total number of 
operations for 1968, when 
there were 23 operations.
